the nineteenth egg-laying a 
conducted by the Department of Agricul- 
ture at the Munster Institute, Cork, 
during a period of 48 weeks ended on the 
16th of September last 540 pullets laid an 
average of 196 eggs, of which 164 were first- 
grade. The average number of second- grade 
eggs per pullet was 51. The final report now 
published states that 98 pens of pullets, as 
well as 19 pens of ducks, were accepted. for 
the competition. Excluding eggs which were 
under the weight for second-grade, and 
inaking allowance for the death of 48 gun 
during the test, the average egg yieid for

an additional 21 first-grade eg making a 
total of 313 eggs in days. Buch a result 
nae not been obtained in any of the previous 
titions held at the Munster Institute.

DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT. 


ENFORCEMENT OF

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The new Metropolitan Garda Station, 
Donnybrook, shown above, replaces an old 
three-storey masonry building of small rooms 
and low ceilings, which was taken down 
by the Pembroke U.D.C. when carrying out 
their street widening scheme about a year ago. 


The old building, originally a dwelling 
house, was not particularly suitable for its 
purpose, and the cleared site provided an 
opportunity for desi igning a building appro- 
priate to the needs of a modern Garda Station, 
At one end of the building, entered off a 
small courtyard, duly emphasised by massive 
gate piers and iron raifings, is the public 
office, communicating with the báis and 
reserve rooms, and by a connecting corridor 
with the cells, cycle’ store and sergeants’ 
offices. At the other end are grouped the 
kitchen and domestic offices, stores, and mess 
rooms, with a separate tradesmen entrance, 
while ‘the centre of the block is marked by 
the main entrance and staircase communicat- 
ing with the upper floors. 

The first floor ® given up to recreation and 
reading rooms on one side, and the cleaning, 
bathroom, drying room, and stores on the 
other. The second floor is occupied by the

WANTED, A MINISTRY OF 
FINE ARTS. 


“Whither are we going?” was the title 
of Mr. Frank H. O’Donnell’s address as 
chairman last night at the opening of the 
session of the Dublin Writers’ Club. 

Reviewing the movement in drama, poetry 
and fiction during the past year, Mr. 
O'Donnell said that he thought that if 
Ireland, from the literary point of view, had 
dor> nothing of note, she had at least dis- 
covered dramatic genius in Denis Johnston, 
whose “Moon in the Yellow River’’ was 
.about to be produced by the Theatre Guild 
of New York. He paid a tribute to the 
adventurous spirit of the Gate Theatre, in 
embarking upon new dramatic forms. He 
also commended the small producing societies, 
and particularly Mr. John T. Hennigan, who 
had doing such good work at the Gate 
Theatre. 


Mr, O’Donnel!l advocated the establishment

IRISH PUBLIC 
RECORDS. 


A VALUABLE 
DEPARTMENT.

HE fifty-sixth report of the Deputy 
T Keeper of the Public Records and 
: Keeper of State Papers in Ireland has 
just been presented to the Free State Govern- 
ment, and is issued for publication, The re- 

rt, which is signed by Mr. James R. 
forrissey, Assistant Deputy Keeper of the 
Records, covers the work of the Department 
from 1924 to 1928. Frequent references are 
made to the destruction of the Record Office 
at the Four Courts, Dublin, in 1922, and to 
the difficulties thereby caused, as well as to 
the loss of valuable documents. 

Incidentally it is mentioned that the mili- 
tary guard put on the Record Office in 1922 
was Withdrawn on 7th March, 1924, Progress 
was made with the tedious and difficult opera- 
tion of sorting out such salyage as was .re- 
covered from the ruins. In many ¢ases where 
the documents were preserved the number 
and title were missing, and it frequently was 
necessary to examine all the contents to 
establish their identity. Space was difficult 
to get for storing documents, and use war 
made of the Chapel Royal, the State Paper 
Office, and Record Office House. 

When the Chapel Royal was required for

ments thence to the Record Office, thus caus- 
ing further congestion.

Cabra, Dublin, an institution for the 
education of deaf and dumb boys. 

The subject was a Christmas play, “ The 
Three Kings,” written by the Superior, the 
Rev. Brother Keegan. Its acting was a 
remarkable demonstration of the high degree 


| to which the intelligence of persons deprived 


of hearing and speech may attain by means 
of careful, scientific training. The play is 
written in nine scenes, and was presented 
not by silent show, like charades of living 
tableaux, but by means of the sign and 
manual system taught at St. Joseph s. ‘The 
actors spoke in the characters they performed. 
Often with marked dramatic force, and always 
with fully expressed statement, the story was 
mutely told, as if it had been done by sound. 

The keen, receptive eyes of the deaf mutes 
in the audience made it plain that the 
‘‘words’’ were “‘ heard” and the play under- 
stood. 

The staging of the play, the scene-painting 
and carpentry, and the appropriate dressing 
of the characters must be commended The 
acting in many of the parts showed that 
genuine histrionic sense had been awakened 
by those who trained this deaf and dumb com 


pany. 
INSTITUTION’S WORK. 


There are about a hundred and fifty inmates 
in tho institdtion, and it could provide for 
fifty or sixty more. In the Free State there 
are many more than that number of boys whose 
unhappy condition entitles them to education 
such as is given by the Christian Brothers 
at Cabra. The fee received into this 
institution are not mentally defective; they 
are persons capable of being developed int 
self-respecting citizens. More than ninety- 
four per cent. of the pupils who have passed 
through St. Joseph's now are self-supporting 
citizens of the ie State. Fifty oF thea 
are employers, some having businesses or 
trades, in which they engage four or five 
hands. 

Notwithstanding the beneficial results of 
the education given in this institution, 
during last year twenty-eight deaf mutes— 
two of them in Dublin—were deprived of 
the privilege of education by their parents 
or guardians. Some are suffering like de- 
privation because their parents are too poor, 
or are unwilling to comply with the demands 
of the County Councils for a regular small 
contribution to their support. The mis- 
guided affection of grieving parents often is 
a stumbling block in the way of their defec- 
tive children, with the result that when in 
time they are left with no one to care for 
them they become a burden on the State. 


NOT TOO LATE. 


Even in the most neglected cases, where 
the intelligence is hay sr ns B there is ws 
and good reason for belated education. n 
inmate of Cabra, recently admitted, is forty- 
four years of age, and, as the result of the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin’s appeal to parents, 
eight children were lately admitted, who 
but for this would probably have shared 
that ignorance which is the lot of the un 
educated deaf mute.

technique, as far as circumstances will per- 
mit, said Mr. Carl Hardebeck to me yester- 
day, when I met him at the Dublin Broad- 
casting Studio. He was lost in the ex TR: 
of one of his own piano compositions, whic 
he was playing so beautifully that I felt 
loth to interrupt; but when I asked him 
to develop the ideas on irish music, which 
he had touched on at the Rotary Club on 
Monday last, he became quite enthusiastic 
about a subject to which he has devoted a 
lifetime of effort. 

The trouble in this matter. he said, 1s 
that you have two classes of Irish music 
the one, what I would call Anglo-Irish, and 
the other, the older lrish music, represented 
in the traditional airs and folk-songs. Stan 
ford and Graves are splendid—the nonpareul 
of Anglo-Irish music. A marvellous thing 
about Graves is the lyrical beauty of his 
songs. And when he was winng of 
patriotic subjects he forgot that he was a 
Unionist, and gave us the real thing; but, 
after all, these are only artificial folk-songs 
because Graves but turned the different old 
tunes to suit his own words. They are crea- 
tions of his own, and are consequently art;- 
ficial folk-songs. With the Gaelic tolk-songs 
you have the real old tunes to the written 
words. Bunting, in his collection, had in- 
troduced into the airs so many accidentals 
and changes that the harpers could not play 
them. Then Moore, and others, followed 
with other changes to suit themselves. 


THE REAL CONDITIONS. 


It was only when the Gaelic League came 
along that we found out what were the 1eal 
conditions. and found out something about 
the scales and rhythm: In the Gaelic 
music rhythm is a most complex affair. It is 
not a matter of time, or of so many beats 
to the bar, but something more. In the 
finest Irish songs the principle of rhythm 
is to follow the spoken word, to sing as 
you read. The accents should fall as they 
do in reading Gaelic poems. I found out 
that years ago, said Mr. Hardebeck, and | 
have endeavoured in the ‘‘Gems of Irish 
Melody,” and other publications of mine, 
to get the thing down as near as I could to 
the actual traditional method of singing. We 
have got to get rid of the hard-and-fast rule 
of the bar line. You cannot have bars or 
beats in Irish music; the poetry 
will not let you. The music of the Gaelic 
songs was influenced by the language, just as 
the music of the old Provence troubadours 
was influenced by the language of their day. 
There was a very marked resemblance be- 
tween plain-song and Gaelic singing; so much 
so that one might be called the twin sister 
of the other. 

Mr. Seumas Clandillon and his wife, Mair- 
read ni hAnnagain, and Sheila and Seumas 

allissey were the people who showed us 
what traditional singing really was. 

Some time ago, before I came to Dublin, 
there was a class started for unison singing 
in Gaelic. We meet once a week, and -—" 
simple Irish airs in unison, and later on 
hope to arrange accompaniments for these, 
which will be helpful, so that we can try to 
establish circles throughout the country. We 
have got to compete with people who like 
jazz and comic songs. We must look for 
Trish songs that are bright and jolly, and not 
expect the people to be all the time sad and 
mournfy! 


TRADITIONAL MUSIC. 


Some people talk about the foundation of a 
school where this singing ought to be taught, 
and we are trying to get the Vocational 
Education Committee to take up a scheme 
which has been prepared for teaching the 
theory of Irish traditional music and its 
practice. 

I think, myself, that the musical schools 
that we have throughout the country should 
try to back the case up. This should be part 
of the curriculum ef the schools, and what 
you have to teach is the theory of the scales 
and of rhythm, and the special lines that 
govern the harmonisation of the melodies, 
and such like, Of course, the ordinary rules 
of harmony and composition hold good, but 


‘cially the higher grades, cannot be too 


We have men enough capable of doing this. 


AESTHETIC ASPECT. 


The wsthetic value of Irish music, espe- 


much stressed. It is beyond reproach, 
and stands on a par, so far as 
human appeal is. concerned, with the best 
specimen of classical music. Sir Hubert 
Parry, an Englishman, said that the Irish 
melodies are the most human in their appeal 
of any folk songs in the world. 

The preservation of the old songs and the 
future development of. a distinctive Irish 
music depended on the language, Mr. Harde- 
beck went on to explain. He pointed to the 
case of Haydn, who was a Bohemian, but 
whose music showed throughout the influence 
of the Viennese school, in contrast with the 
music of Smetana and Dvorak, who, follow- 
ing in the wake of the Bohemian — 
revival, composed music based on the idicms 
of the Bohemian folk songs. In the same 
way they had Grieg, whose music reflected 
the literature and folk songs of the Scandi- 
navian peninsnla. There was no reason why 
the Irish should not found and develop a school 
of music of their own. What you need to 
do is to take up music thoroughly and 
seriously, said Mr. Hardebeck; go in for all 
that can be learned of the modern art of 
music, and apply that to the traditional 
idiom. It is very difficult to say what the 
future will be, but certainly if: we are going 
to give birth to anything it must be borne 
of the womb, not of Anglo-Irish music, which 
has no particuler characteristics, but of Gaelic 
music, Som of the Gaelic lauguage and spring- 
ing from the native language of the country, 
just as happened in Bohemia, Hungary and 
the Scandinavian peninsula. Unfortunately 
a good many of our Irish musicians know 
nothing about the Irish language, but there 
are some young men I have met who know 
the language and the music of the country, 
and who ultimately will, I think, be good 
Irish musicians.

SUMMONSES AGAINST HUNT 
DISMISSED. 


Two members of the Mid-Kent Hunt 
were summoned at Hythe yesterday for 
causing unnecessary suffering to a tame 
deer by unreasonably hunting it, and for 
ill-treating and terrifying it. The Bench 
held that cruelty had not been proved, 
dismissed the summonses, and allowed the 
defendants costs up to fifteen ineas 
against the Royal Society for the Preven- 
tion “f Cruelty to Animals, which had 
brought the summonses. 

The defendants were Captain FE. S. 
Dawes, of Boughton, near Ashford, the 
Master, and Captain R. H. Fox, of 
Ashford, the Secretary. 

The prosecution suggested that the 
animal wes released at Aldington, was 
hunted for six miles, and then entered a 
rough sea at Hythe, swimming in the 
direction of Sandgate. The next. mornin 
i¢ was seen at Hythe, having travelle 
from Sandgate, and it re-entered the sea. 
A boat followed it, and the deer was 
captured in a “' terrified condition.” 

The defence was that there was no 
cruelty punishable under the Protection 
of Animals Act.

Drink at Dances 


District Justice’s 
View. 
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From Oun Own ConRnRESPONDENT.

the Very Rev. C. Canon Cavanagh, 

P.P., V.F., St. Canice’s, 
administrators oí the other three city parishes 
raised certain objections to the granting of 
an application by Senator the Countess 
Dowager of Desart for a licence for Desart 
Hall as a place for public dances and enter- 
tainments. 

Mr. F. M. J. Lyons, solicitor (Messrs. James 
Roe and Lyons), who represented Lady 
Desart, said that Dr. M. J. Crotty, State 
Solicitor, who was acting on behalf of the 
clergy, had made certain suggestions as to 
conditions that should be annexed to the 
licence, among them ‘being that dancing 
should cease at 2.50 a.m.; that there 
should be no dancing on Saturdays or Sun- 
days or on the eve of Church holidays; that 
practice dances should cease at 11 p.m. ; that 
no alcoholic liquor be allowed to be ‘sold .at 
dances, and that no person under eighteen 
should be allowed to attend unless properly 
chaperoned. The last-named condition would 
not be pressed. Lady Desart was agreeable 
to a condition that dancing should cease at 
4 a.m., and was quite in agreement with the 
suggestion that there should be no dances on 
Saturdays or Sundays or on the eve of Church 
holidays. Her ladyship was of the opinion 
that 11 o'clock was much too early to con- 
clude practice dances, and as regards the 
sale of intoxicating liquor, she was in favour 
of a condition that it should not be sold after 
1.30 a.m, at any dance. 


SAFEGUARDS. 


Dr. Crotty said that the priests did not 
take up this thing in any puritanical spirit; 
‘they wanted to see people amusing and enjoy- 
ing themselves, but they wished to have 
proper safeguards provided. 

Dealing with the question of drink at 
dances, Dr. Crotty said that the clergy were 

infully aware of the results that’ ensued 
rom it, and they had taken up the attitude 
that no drinking facilities should be allowed 
at dances. 

District Justice Molloy—And what will be 
the result? Every man will have a bottle in 
his hip pocket. 

Dr. Crotty—Some men will, but not every 
man. My clients are aware that for the 
younger, weaker and more inexperienced per- 
sons bars put dangers in their way that might 
otherwise avoided. 

Lady Desart, giving evidence, said that she 
was quite willing to agree that intoxicating 
liquor be not served at dances after 1.30 a.m. 
If the sale of liquor was forbidden altogether 
guests would bring it in their pockets, and 
there would be ten times the amount of 
drinking than where there was a well-con- 
ducted and well-controlled bar, and where 

lo had to pay for what they consumed. 
As far as the bar was concerned, she thought 
that the fixing of the hours should be left 
to the discretion of the District Justice to 
whom application for an occasional licence 
would be made before each dance. 


PEOPLE'S WELFARE. 


Canon Cavanagh said that the clergy ap- 
preciated Lady rt’s action in agreeing io 
some of the restrictions they had ‘suggested. 
They were chiefly concerned with the spiritual 
and moral welfare of the people. He would 
like it to be distinctly understood that the 
bishop and the clergy were not by any means 
opposed to reasonable amusement. 

Mr. Lyons—Do you not think that any re- 
striction of a drastic nature as regards bars 
at dances would provoke evasion and lead 
to people bringing drink into the hall’—I do 
not know if it would. J] cannot answer that. 

The Justice said that dances at which there 
was no legalised bar were far more drunken 
affairs than dances at which there was a 
properly supervised bar. 

“Would you be surprised,» he asked 
Canon Cavanagh, “ that lady friends of mine 
who go to dances refuse to go to a dance 
at which there is no bar, because it is such 
a drunken affair ?’’ 

Canon Cavanagh—I would be very much 
surprised. 

Chief Superintendent. Murphy. said that so 
far as he knew there was no abuse at dances 
in Desart Hall on ‘the priviiege of having 
drink sold there. The manner in which 
dances were conducted there was much to 
the credit of the people of Kilkenny. 


LICENCE GRANTED. 

~The Justice said that it was far better to 
have drinking in the open than in the dark 
and less harm would be done. He granted 
the licence, and fixed the hours for the sale 
of drink at 10 p.m. to 4 a.m. With regard 
to practice dances, he fixed the hours at from 
8 to 11 p.m. in winter, and 8 to 11.45 in 
summer, and added a condition that on the 
occasion of all-night dances the hall must be 
completely closed at 4 o'clock.

Salaries Question.

At the anneal meeting of the Munster 
Veterinary Inspectors’ Association, which was 
held in Cork, the principal business was the 
consideration of the salaries offered by the 
Cork County Boards of Health for the carry- 
ing out of milk and meat inspections in the 
rural areas. 

It was the considered opinion of those pre- 
sent that not one member of the 
could possibly undertake to fulfil the duties 
required of him with regard to milk and 
meat inspection in the rural areas for the 
entirely inadequate remuneration offered, 
either to their own satisfaction or that of the 
pubhe whe were most concerned. In some 
districts the salary offered for this important 
position was as low as £10 per annum. . One 
member informed the meeting that he had 
been offs.ed £25 for dutie; which would entail 
a mileage of 100 miles per week, which, at 
the very muderate +stimate of sixpence per 
mile for car hire, would entail a weekly cost 
of £2 10s.; so that over £100 per annum 
would necessarily have to be expended, apart 
from professional duties altogether, for the 
privilege of earning £25 a year. 

It was decided that a deputation, consist- 
ing of Messrs. 8.

R.C. (Chairman); Mr. D. L. Clarke, O.B.E., 
and Mr. A. Robinson, Barrister-at-Law—tby 
Mr. Albert Morrison, accountant to the Bel- 
fast Omnibus Company. He said that the 
company at present had 12 cars of 1925 make, 
6 of 1926: 76, 1927; £0, 1928;.6, 1929: 
9, 1930, and 21, 1931. He thought, as an 
accountant, that five years was the prope:

Mr. Pringle—You realise that upon some of 
the routes it would not be proper to raise 
the fares to the general standard you have 
been asking? ?—Í raiher think it would noi 
be expedient.

The 
expense of working a double-decker was 
much less per passenger than the expense 
of a single-decker. ‘lhe operating cost of his 
concern was Z5 per cent. jess then the 
B.O.C., but he considered the B.O.C. ex- 
penses quite reasonable. Extra had to be 
paid for supplies of petrol, tyres, etc., in 
Belfast. He considered that the basic fare 
of 1jd. a mile proposed by the B.O.C. was 
very reasonabie. 

Mr. E. 8. Murphy, K.C., opened the case 
for the London, Midland, and Scottish Rail- 
way Company and the Great Northern Rail- 
way Company. He said that the L M.S. 
started to operate in 1929, and the total sum 
invested by the company in the ‘bus under- 
taking was £298,267, made up of £93,879 paid 
íor ‘buses, £72,339 for goodwill, and £42,040 
in respect of acquired buildings..The number 
of ’buses acquired was 114, and of those 5) 
had disa d ‘from service.

Mr. F. J. O'Connor, State Solicitor, who 
appeared for the prosecution, alluding to the 
cases of Superintendent Curtin (Civic 
Guards) and John Ryan, farm labourer, both 
of whom were shot dead on the roadside in 
Tipperary district within the past few 
months, said that these two terrible events 
were fresh in the memory of everybody, and 
nobody could have any doubt that the threat 
in this letter was a direct threat to murder. 

Within recent times, said Mr. O'Connor, 
there had been great changes in the workiny 
of the Great Southern Railway. In Novem. 
ber, 1930, the accused man was paid off as a 
permanent workman, but was continued as a 
temporary hand up to September 5, 1951, 
On August 28 he received notice that 
this employment would cease. and that 
Edward Jeffers, who was employed at Kin- 
sale, and who was a long-serviceman, ould 
replace him at Limerick Junction. A few 
days after August 28 Jeffers. who had been 
notified of his transfer from Kinsale to Lime. 
rick Junction, received through the post the 
following letter :—‘‘ Take Notice! Keep clear 
of Limerick Junction. Remember Curtin and 
Ryan !—By Order.’’ 


SKULL AND CROSS-BONES. 


Jeffers. as a result of being intimidated by 
this threat, refused to come to Limerick 
Junction, and his place was taken by Andrew 
Kinehan. Before his transfer to Limerick 
Junction, and while Kinehan was employed 
on the railway at Ballyrobin, near Dundrum. 
James Moore (ganger over Jeffers) received 
on October 4, through the post, a letter for 
th “new man” (Kimehan). This letter, which 
was garnished with a skull and cross-bones, 
had a crude drawing of a coffin with cadles 
around it. The letter stated :—' You are 
to leave Tipperary within 48 hours or suffer 
the consequences. ’’ 

Kineban, however, went to Limerick Junc- 
tion and took up work there. He was at pre- 
sent seriously ill and could not attend the 
court. On October 9 Patrick Hayes, in whose 
house at Limerick Junction Kinehan lodged, 
received through the post a letter siating :— 

‘‘ Beware! You are keeping a noticed 
man. Bad will follow if he is not gone 
in twenty-four hours.” 

On the letter also was a crude representa- 
tion of a skull and cross-bones. These emblems 
of death also accompanied a letter enclosed 
in the letter to Hayes and addressed to 
Kinehan. This second letter to Kinehar 
stated :— 

“This is your last chance to leave, so 
beware! Be gone in twenty-four hours.” 

Fdward Jeffers, in evidence, said that it 
was because of this threat about the fate of 
“ Curtin and Rvan ” that he refused to come 
to Limerick Junction. He was now employed 
at Mourn Abbey. Co. Cork. 


THE HANDWRITING. 


Captain Quirke, handwriting expert. ex- 
amined, produced four exhibits which were the 
acknowledged handwriting of Murphy. Com- 
paring these with the threatening letters, the 
witness stated, that in his opinion all the 
threatening letters and the envelope, in which 
they were contained, were written bv the 
same hand as the writing in Murphy's ac- 
knowledged hand, with the excenvtion of the 
printed characters in one of the letters. 

In cross-examination by Mr. D'Arcy, 
solicitor (fer accused man), the witness said 
that. he examined the letters microscopically 
and in detail, but he did not base his judg- 
ment on the microscopical examination alone.

Not long ago thirty thousand men stopped 
work at Badajoz in order to drive an 
unpopular Civil Governor from office. 
Seven hundred aré still on strike at 
Epila, in the Province of Saragossa ; when 
the Civil Guard intervened to check a 
riot they were met by a volley of revolver 
shots that wounded two of their number, 
and, replying with rifles, they killed one 
man and wounded ten. A sudden strike 
broke out recently at Jerzea, in the 
Province of Valencia, and order was not 
restored until two persons had been killed 
and fourteen injured: Not only social, 
but political, discontent prevails in many 
quarters. The rumour of a coup d'état, 
aiming at a dictatorship in Barcelona, 
has been. contradicted; but its very 
existence suggests that Catalonia is in a 
state of tension. 

One fact which may 
recurrence of the trouble 
homogeneity in the Government. Three 
weeks ago Sefior Azafia, the Prime 
Minister, formed the first Cabinet under 
the new Constitution. Before that time 
the conjoined Republicans and Socialists 
had composed a reasonably solid block of 
opinion, and their firsi resolve was to 
govern with, at least, some show of firm- 
ness. Unfortunately, while the Cabinet 
was being constituted, the Radicals chose 
to secede, and the existing Cabinet is 
predominantly Socialist. The Radicals, 
it is true, have promised to lend the 
Government every assistance, but such co- 
operation with a Government whose 
labours they are unwilling to share does 
not offer more than a shadow of reality. 
Their presence in the Cabinet might have 
forced the Government to take a genuinely 
strong attitude towards the -prevailing 
disorder, for which not a few Spanish 
voices hold that Government responsible. 
A deputy in the Gortes recently, accord- 
ing to the Madrid Correspondent of The 
Times, stated that the calamity at Castil- 
blanco and the general strike there were 
the result of a subversive campaign rather 
than “ a phase in proletarian claims.’’ The 
Prime Minister himself has been forced to 
protest against a strong suggestion that 
his Government’s sympathies were with 
the rioters rather than with the slain Civil 


Guard.

unfortunate affair at Arnedo, the stir 
which it has created shows clearly the 
violence of popular opinion both for and 
against the Government. Sefior Azafia 
has a chance to restore order if he can 
control his colleagues in office, many of 
whom are frankly hostile to firm action 
against rioters. Yet what can Le expected ! 
It would be almost incredible that the 
Spanish mind should hate passed through 
the last nine months without a loss of 
equilibrium. Within that time Spain has 
swept away the institutions and outlook 
of nearly two millennia. She has pro- 
mulgated a constitution which in a night 
transformed her from the most conserva- 
tive country in Europe to the most 
‘* advanced,’’ The loyalties of generations 
were in her blood ; they were cast away at 
a blow. Spain achieved her revolution 
too quickly. Centuries of conservatism, 
capped by several years of a rigid 
dictatorship, had unfitted the people for 
unrestricted liberty. The new régime was 
inaugurated under a communist banner, 
and what happened in Russia is almost 
precisely what is happening in Spain. We 
believe that Spain must pass through yet 
greater agonies before she can find any 
real peace. Strong government can 
speed the happy day ; but the period of re- 
action must run a full course. 


The Export of Eggs. 

The development of the egg industry in 
the Irish Free State still leaves something 
to be desired. It is true that during the 
last few years a fluctuating rise im the 
export figures has been noticed—3,795,914 
great hundreds of fresh hen eggs were 
shipped in 1924 and 4,284,864 great 
hundreds in 1930—but this slight increase 
appears to be wholly inadequate when the 
potentialities of the country are remem- 
bered. Criticism of the Free State's 
poultry farmers, moreover, is strengthened 
by the indefensibly high proportion of 
losses due to improper packing. Five 
per cent. of the eggs shipped in 1930, for 
instance, were stale, and thus fetched 
about four shillings a great hundred less 
than fresh eggs, while there were so many 
dirty eggs in the consignments that the 
| price per great hundred was reduced by

Boys and History. 


On Tuesday, in London, the Historical 
Association discussed the teaching of 
history. The speakers were all school. 
masters, and all were dissatisfied with 
the present teaching of history in English 
schools. One complained that there was 
too much “ period,” and not enough 
“subject,” in the historical syllabus. 
Another said that an age fruitful in social 
reconstruction was presented merely as 
the time of the Wars of the Roses. A 
third made the old, and apparently still 
true, criticism that, while the teaching of 
history in schools ought to be a challenge 
to curiosity, it is, in general, a challenge 
to verbal memory. We think, however, 
that Mr. C. H. K. Marten, Vice-Provost 
of Eton College, got most nearly to the 
root of the matter when he said that 
historical “courses ought to include a 
greater variety of books. The average boy 
likes to browse, and is more apt to be 
interested in what he reads for himself 
than in the discourses of teachers. More- 
over, some books which are not history iu 
the strict sense can inspire a devouring 
curiosity for history. Mr. Marten cited 
the cases of two Eton boys who became 
Prime Ministers of England: the careers 
of Lords Rosebery and Balfour were much 
influenced by Macaulay's “ Essays,”’ 
which both, as children, discovered for 
themselves. In all departments of learn 
ing one vivid appeal to the imagination is 
worth the lore of a thousand text-books. 
A writer in the current number of the 
London Mercury declares that Scott has 
been the victim of indiscriminate praise, 
and ought to be forbidden until the reader 
has turned twenty-five. . This is a horrid 
heresy. Scott has made history a living 
thing for millions of young people. Many 
middle-aged Irishmen will testify that the 
first glory of romance came to them 
through ‘‘ Ivanhoe,’’ set as a “ vacation 
task.” For an English or Irish boy the 
best—incomparably the best—introduction 
to Roman history is Mr. Kipling's 
stories of the “ Wall” in “ Puck of 
Pook’s Hill.” We flout the objection that 
Macaulay is prejudiced and that the 
novelists are not exact. A little paint and 
a dash of powder enhance Clio’s charms 
for the youthful reader. Knowledge of 
her austerities will come soon enough— 
perhaps, too soon.

Dutch Picture-Houses, 


. There is, at least, one European country 
where the sound film has failed to make 
headway. Holland, says The Hague Cor- 
respondent -of The Times, has strikingly 
few picture-houses. In the United 
States there is one picture-house for every 
4,800 inhabitants. One house caters for 
every 9,300 Englishmen, and one house for 
every 12,000 Germans. In Holland, on 
the other hand, there is only one picture- 
house for every 27,000 citizens. Moreover, 
Holland seems to possess a real distaste 
for the films. The American houses, for 
all their huge number, are filled six even- 
ings a week; Germany and England fil! 
theirs for three evenings in the week, 
while Holland’s poor array is filled for 
only one and a half evenings in the week. 
This fact is the more curious because 
Dutch business men have played no mean 
part in the advancement of the sound film. 
Holland was the first country in Europe 
to finance the sound film industry to any 
serious extent, and for a long time she has 
had heavy financial interests in the equip- 
ment of cinematography. Certain of her 
financiers are making an effort to | reak 
down the public apdthy, and they have 
arranged to hold an, international exhibi- 
tion of a comprehensive kind—it will be 
called “ Klank and Beeld,”’ or Sound and 
Film—in Amsterdam during May. Repre 
sentatives of the industry in all countries 
have applied for space, and it is notable 
that important British and German under- 
takings are represented on the committee 
of honour. If a “ boom ”' period for the 
film industry begins in Holland, the 
European companies will have an excellent

THE FREE STATLE’S OUTLOOK. 

TU THE EDITOR UF THE IRISH TIMED 

Stn,—While strolling down Whitehall] two 
days ago | found that every window of the 
Foreign Office and of most other Govern- 
ment buildings had two posters affixed cn 
alternate panes of glass, urging citizens to 
‘ Buy British.” ‘these notices are being 
distributed broadcast by the Empire Market- 
ing Board. The following pomts are of 
interest to the Irish reader :—The English- 
man says that his Budget must balance, but, 
whenever he tries to differentiate between 
bis customers, he gets into deep water at 
once. A New Zealander told me in Dublin 
to-day, for instance, that, if an import duty 
of about 2d. a pound were put upon his 
Canterbury lamb, the same tariff ougiit to be 

ut by England upon sheep and caitle from 
aid because the Free State, too, isa 
British Dominion. The Irishman answers: 
‘That is a preposterous idea. Here we ave 
within three hours’ steam of England, and 
we buy more from her in proportion than 
any other country buys. Yet you suggest 
that we pay a duty ou our agricultural pro- 
duce, without which England ‘would well- 
nigh starve.’" ‘* But;” says the Englishmay, 
“ why does the Free State put a percentage 
duty on clothes, motor cars, woollen articles 
and other goods manufactured by us? What 
right have you Irish to expect preferentia! 
treatment over all our loyal colonies?” 

There is, however, another way of looking 
bs the matter. Many people in Eng'and to 
day argue that the Argentine, which supplies 
them with so much beef and is so good a 
purchaser of English produce, ought to 
suffer no tariff on a imports into England. 
The Prince of Wales opened the British 
section vf the Exhibition at Buenos Aires 
recently, and implored the Argentinos to 
“ Buy more British ” goods. ‘“‘Surely,”’ the 
Argentinos claim, “you are not now going 
to drive us out of the market?” Lastly, we 
have the financiers and bankers in London 
to-day, who, almost to a man, are opposed 
to any hostile tariff whatever against any 
foreign nation, French, German, or even 
Russian. ' 

What chance, then, has the poor Irish 
farmer of selling any of his sheep, cattle or 
barley? What is the use of his growing any 
wheat, roots or anything, while the whole 
world is against him’ Yet I think that we 
shall be able to hold our own, if only we 
will try to pull together a little with Eng- 
land, and do what the. Empire Marketing 
Board is calling upon everybody to do—that 
is, to push right through with a shovel, 
showing the same energy that the Irish 
showed in 1798 and in 1967 with a pike, and 
so win .through to prosperity, peace and 
Lappiness —Yours, ete.,

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THE PRICE OF BACON. 

TO THE KDITOR OF THE IRISH WIMES 

Str,—It was stated in the daily papers on 
Thursday and Friday last that Irish bacon 
was being retailed in Dublin at 1s. 6d. a 
lb., and it is stated to-day that the price 
has been advanced 2d. a Ib. The advance of 
2d. a lb. is uncalled for and unjustified. 
The bacon for which the shopkeeper charged 
ls. 6d. a |b. was purchased from the eurer 
at 7d., or at most 7jd. a lb., and why 
Is. 6d. a lb. should be charged and paid 
passes comprehension. Take, for instance. 
a side of bacon weighing 56 Ibs: At 66s. a 
cwt. it cost the shopkeeper 33s. He cut 
that side in two and sold the back, prime 
streak and corner gammon, sll weighing ap- 
proximately 30 Ibs., at an average price of 
Is. 3d. a Ib. He now has a profit of 
4s. 6d., with half a side of bacon left. We 
will assume that he sells the remaining 26 
Ibs. at 6d. a lb, The consumer can tell 
whether or not he got Irish bacon at 6d. a 
lb. from his grocer and draw his own con- 
clusions therefrom. Our shopkeeper now 
has a gross profit of 17s. 6d. on every side 
of bacon sold. : 

Cosumers have no need to seek Govern- 
ment interference. They have the remedy 
in their own hands. Leave the bacon on 
the “ profiteer’s’’ counter until such time 
as he finds it is to his advantage to reduce 
his price to a reasonable level, and do not 
allow him to gull you with the excuse that 
the curers have advanced the price to him. 
The curers certainly have advanced the price 
to the shopkeeper by about lid. a lb. but 
even if they have, the shopkeeper can still 
afford to seli at the old price and have a 
handsome profit on his bacon. The tariff 
on bacon was designed to help the unfor- 
pig-rearer, who has been losing 
heavily on every pig he reared for the past 
twelve months,’ and was not designed with 
a view to fleecing the consumer or enhancing 
the profits of the “ profiteer.”’—Yours, éte..

France's Receipts. 


In both Paris and Berlin considerable 
attention is being paid just now to figures 
in connection with the Reparations Confer- 
ence. In France the Finance Committee 
of the Chamber nas resumed its examina 
tion of the 1952 Budg-t estimates, while 
in Germany ine Government has prepared 
a statement dealing with payments made 
on account of reparations. According to 
Germany, the total already paid amounts 
to 55,000,000,000 marks, but, according 
to the American Institute of Economics. 
the amount paid “by Germany is 
38,400,000.000 marks. On the American 
estimate it is contended in Germany that 
France has received something like 
19.000.000,000 marks. and that the amount 
expended on the reparation of war damaze 
is less than ,14.000.000,000 marks. The 
German Government's claim ig that 
France has received more than the amount 
expended on reparation works. 


The Indian Committees. 


The situation in India will net prevent 
the departure of the three Parliamentary 
Committees appointed to continue the 
work on the Round Table ‘Conference. 
The Committees will leave London on 
Thursday of next week, and on arrival 
im India they will be joined by a number 
of Indian representatives—mostly well- 
known men. Nothing has been decided 
yet about the meetings of the Committees 
or the chairmanship, which, it is expected, 
will be taken by the Secretary for India. 
Sir Samuel Hoare, while the Viceroy mar 
preide over any joint deliberations 
arranged by the (‘ommittees.. The Indian 


atmosnhere ts not exacthy suited to delicate ' 


negotiations at the present moment, but 
It Is. hoped that by the time when the 
Committees arrive peace and quietude wil! 
have been restored. In political circles 
today it was remarked that the activities 
of the Indian Government are likely to 
avert much of the trouble expected on the 
arrest of Mr. Gandhi. and that they will 
encourate the peaceful citizen to carry on 
his business. 


Britain and Scandinavia. 


The. Norwegian. Swedi-h and Danish 
Foreign Ministers are attending a con- 
ference which opened at Conenhazen to 
day on the exchange situation and the 
commercial policy of the three naticns. 
It is nnderstoed that this conference is a 
preliminary to negotiations with Britain 
with a view to British and Scandinavian 
“o operation on exchanee policy and on 
the general question of the gold standard 
The Sexandmavian ccnntries clcseiv co 
operated in commercial and financial 
metters during the War and it is suc- 
gested that such co-operation has become 
necessarv a“ain. since the three. countries 
have abandoned the gold standard and 
have linked their currency to sterling. 


A Crewded Lonaon. 


At this season London is commonly 
deserted by society people, but this :_ 
it is experiencing quite a “ boom,” and 
well-known people can be met in ever} 
direction. Im addition, there are many 
distinguished foreign visitors, and the 
hotels are doing excellent business tn 
eatering for them. The exhibition nf 
French art at the Royal Academy has 
provided numbers of French people with 
a good excuse for visiting London. and it 
is said that they find conditions here % 
agreeable that they frequently extend 
their stay. The period is drawing neat 
when, in past years, there used to be « 
rush of society people to the Riviera, but 
it is unlikely that there will be anv such 
exodus this year. Many well-known 
people have expressed an intention to 
spend the spring months in London, or. *t 
leact, in this country.

Traffic be- 
tween Sheffield and Manchester was com- 
pletely blocked for several hours. 

When the gale was at its height last 
evening «wo chimneys at Bridgnorth, 
Shropshire, Poor Law Institution crashed 
through the roois and into the Master's 
sittingroom, larder and food _ stores, 
damaging furniture and gas 
The Master, Matron and a baby were 
having tea at the time, and the débris 
fell among them.

room of H.M.S. Wessex. - 

‘An expansion gland was blown out, 
and certain valves and steam pipes were 
carried away. 

‘It is regretted that Leonard F. 
Vickery, E.R.A., official number M 7055, 
and John T. Swann, leading stoker, official 
number K 62824, are both suffering from 
burns received through scalding. Their 
condition, however, is not serious. 

‘The Wessex is now proceeding to 
Portsmouth under her own steam.”’ 

The Wessex is a destroyer of 1,100 tons, 
built under the emergency War pro- 
gramme and launched in March, 1918. 

Her main armament consists of four 
four-inch guns and six torpedo tubes. She 
is of 27,000 horse-power and designed for 
a speed of 34 knots. She is attached to 
the Atlantic Fleet. 


DESTROYER DISABLED. 


H.M.S. Vendetta, a destroyer which 
had gone from Chatham to Portsmouth 
in the gale, developed engine trouble off 
Southsea Castle yesterday. 

As a result of a signal to Portsmouth 
Dockyard a grappler went to her 
assistance and- towed her into harbour. 

Vendetta, built in 1917 under the war 
em rgéncy programme, is of 1,090 tons 
and 27,000 horse power. She belongs to 
the Reserve Fleet and is tender to H.M.S. 
Pembroke. 

The Plymouth Lifeboat and the battle- 
ship H.M.S. Royal Sovereign have gone 
to the assistance of the steamship 
Trevaylor, which sent out S.0.5. messages 
that she had lost her propeller and was 
drifting two miles south of the Eddystone 
Lighthouse, fiftene miles from Plymouth. 

A gale was blowing and heavy seas were 
running when the hfeboat set out. 


CRUISER’S SEARCH. 


The distress signals were — up by 
the wireless station at ame ead, 
Plymouth, and by the instruction of the 
Commander-in-Chief at Naval Head- 
quarters, the message was re-transmitted 
to H.M.S. Royal Sovereign, which was 


lying off Plymouth waiting for’ visibility 


to improve to enter the port. 

The Trevaylor is one of the Hain 
Steamship Company's fleet. Her grass 
tonnage is 4,283 and her port registry 
St. Ives (Cornwall). After arriving at 
Barry last Thursday from Birkenhead. 
following a four months’ voyage to South 
America and other countries, her master 
disappeared. 

She left Barry on Monday for Buenos 
Aires with a new master. : 

H.M.S. Royal Sovereign was returning 
from the Mediterranean and should have 
reached Piymouth at two o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, but. was delayed by bad 
weather. 


FURTHER SEARCH. 


Late last evening a wireless message 
was received at Plymouth from H.M.S. 
Royal Sovereign to the effect that, owing 
to bad visibilitv, she was unable to locate 
the steamer Trevaylor, and the cruiser 
Exeter, which was in Plymouth Sound 
awaiting departure for the West Indies, 
was ordered to sea to stand by the dis- 


tressed steamer. 
In view of the proximity of the Torbay 


lifeboat, the Plymouth lifeboat returned. 
The weather has moderated considerably, 
and it was not thought that the ship was 
in danger. She had reported that she was 
drifting eastwards at about three knots.

IRELAND TO NEW YORK 
: AND BACK, 


Captain J. P. Saul, the Irish airman, 
who navigated Wing-Commander Kings- 
ford Smith’s monoplane Southern Cross 
on the East to West trans-Atlantic flight 
of 1930, is expected to keave Dublin at the 


end of this week to discuss plans for his 


forthcoming flight to New York and back 
with Mr. J. A. Mollison in the early 
spring. : 

Yesterday Captain Saul received a 
telegram from Mr. Mollison, asking him 
to visit London in order to complete the 
details for the flight, which was originally 
planned as a round-the-world flight. to 
beat the “' record ” set up by Post and 
Gatty. 

It has now been virtually decided that 
the airmen will take off from Portmarnock 
Strand, fly non-stop to New York, and. 
after a short rest and refuelling, they will 
return across the Atlantic to Dublin. 

The machine which is to be used on the 
flight is a Lockheed “ Vega,”” capable of 
a speed of about 150 miles per hour, and 
Captain Saul and Mr. Mollison hope to 
establish new “ records ” for the flight in 
both directions. | 

A small amount of mail may be carried 
on the flicht, but this is one of the points 
which will be discussed when the two 
pilots meet. Another problem to be de- 
cided is whether or not a wireless operator 
as a third member of the crew is to be 
carried. The weight of another man would 
necessitate a reduction in the amount of 
fuel carried, and this factor must be care- 
fully considered.

The provisions of these enactments pur- 
port to apply to persons in His Majesty’s 
service, ani offices in the. service of His 
Majesty. 

After asking what criterion is to be 
applied in determining who is a person 
in His Majesty’s service within the 
statutory provisions, [. e Times proceeds: 
It is only within the sphere of the proro- 
gative that the Crown can act by orders 
givon to its servants. Therefore, it would 
seem that the expression “ persons in His 
Majesty’s service *’ must confined to 
those servants of the Crown who are 
appointed to act as its agents or servants 
in the exercise of its prerogative powers. 
This test, if it is the true one, is complied 
with by Cabinet Ministers and civil ser- 
vants who are members of the Executive 
Government, 


HIS MAJESTY’S JUDGES. 


It is true that many powers exercised 
by these persons are conferred on them 
by Statate, and are, therefore, not exer- 
cised in virtue of the prerogative, which 
is simply the residue of the Crown’s dis- 
cretionary power surviving the encroach- 
ments of legislature ; but it is equally true 
that the persons in question also exercise 
some powers by virtue of this prerogative. 
They are, therefore, none the less servants 
of the Crown in the narrow sense of the 
term, because they wield, in addition, 

wers derived from parliamentary sources. 

hese officers, therefore, clearly pass the 


from liability such public or semi-public 
officers as Sheriffs, Lords. Lieutenant, 
Justices of the Peace and municipal! 
officers, who. are beholden not to the

UNION JACK ON CONGRESS HOUSE

á Se drive by the Government of Bom- 
bay Presidency against Congress, 
which began yesterday morning before 
dawn with the arrest of virtually all the 
prominent leaders, has resulted in all 
Congress and allied organisations through- 
out the Presidency and, Sind being 
declared unlawful. The Order affects 
about five hundred bodies, of which over 
eighty are in Bombay and its suburbs. 

The arrests in the Bombay round-up 
amount to forty, including nine women, 
and all have been lodged in Byculla House 
of Correction pending their trial, which 
will probably take place a fortnight hence. 
The arrests were effected without incident. 

Nine arrests were ma" in a similar 
drive in Surat, where a “ Black Maria“ 
went round collecting the prisoners. 

The headquarters of the Bombay Con- 
gress were taken possession of by the 
police, and the Union Jack was hoisted 
with elaborate ceremony upon the flag- 


The ceremony was performed in the 
ane of the Deputy Commissicner of 
olice. 


SALT LAW BROKEN. 


The salt laws were broken at Karach) 
last evening, when five volunteers, headed 
by a local dictator, marched to the sea- 
shore and gathered salt, which they sold 
at a public meeting. The police did not 
interfere. 

On hearing the news of the revival of 
the boycott a Karachi trader dea) ng in 
a large scale in foreign cloth was seized 
with a paralytic stroke and suffered 
mental derangement. The alarm caused 
among traders, of which this is an extreme 
illustration, has been accentuated by the 
considerable fall in the sale of foreign 
piece goods, in which Karachi. was hither- 
to reputed to be one of the most thriving 
centres. 

Unsold ‘stocks are being transported up- 
country or. removed to godowns (ware 
houses). Simultaneously the sales of in- 
digenous cloth have been stimulated, 
despite the rise in price. 


OTHER INCIDENTS. 


There “us considerable excitement in 
Poona yesterday morning with the arrest 
of some dozen local Ccngress leaders.

Two people were killed and 100 injured. 
if is now revealed, in. Tuesday 's incident 
in Benares, in which police fired fourteen 
rounds on a defiant mob. Forty of the 
injured are in a serious condition. 

The District Magistrate was hit by 
stones thrown by the mob, and a number 
of constables were injured. 

The mob had assembled, in contra- 
vention of orders, to congratulate Gandhi 
on his arrest, and the police only opened 
fire after a charge with Iathis (staves) 
had failed to disperse the forbidden 
gathering. Troops stood by in the Town 
Hall square, but were not called upon.

EXTENT OF SURPLUS. 


The exact surplus which will be available 
at the end of the financial year will depend 
largely on the deficit in the Unemployment 
Fund. In view of the decision, both in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, as the result 
of the Eeonomy Bills, to cease borrowing 
for ihe Unemployment Fuads, and to meet 
any deficit. out of revenue, this matter 
becomes one of great importance to the 
arvnual revenue and to the expected balance. 
The Unemployment Fund is made up of con- 
tributions from employers and employed, and 
th: statutory State grants, and from this 
fund is paid’ ont to the unemployed the 
weekly benefits described familiarly as “ the 
dole.”” Owing to the trade depression and 
the excess of unemployment, this fund was 
unable to meet the weekly demands upon %, 
and money had to be borrowed to meet the 
liabilities upon the fund for the “ dole ”’ 
payments. 
In Great Britain the fund was runanirg 
into debt at the rate of £100,000,000 per 
annum. In Northern Ireland, up to 1925, a 
debt of nearly 34 million pounds was pilcd 
np, and this now is being liquidated under 
the Reinsurance Agreement with Great 
Britain at the rate of £100,000 per annum. 
Tt will not be completely liquidated under 
the preseut plan for rnother 27 years. Since 
1925 it was necessary to continne to Lorrow 
for the Unemployment Fund, and this ad 
ditional debt, which was met by farther 
herrowiez, now amounts to nearly 1j 
million sterling. 


INCREASED CONTRIBUTIONS, 
At the time when it was decided to cease 
borrowing and meet the weekly deficits from 
revenue, it was also decided to increase the 
contributions of employers and employed to 
the fund, in the hope that the weekly de- 
ficits would be either eliminated completely 
or very considerably reduced. In other 
words, the Unemployment Fund would 
balance and become self-supporting, without 
the additicnal State assistance. 

In Great Britain this position apparently 
has been reached,owing to the drop in un 
employment, and the increased contributions. 
No figures are yet available regarding the 
position in Northern Ireland; and business- 
men would like to know what is the present 
weekly deficit. on the Unemployment Fund 
in Northern Ireland’; how “much has it 
been reduced since the increased contribu- 
tions of workers and employed were intro- 
duced; and when is the Fund likely ta 
balance itself and not only become self- 
supporting, but begin to pay off the deficit? 


FUND’S GROWING DEFICIT. 

Owing to the great increase of nnemploy- 
ment in Great Britain early last year the pro- 
portion of the contribution to the Northern 
lreland Unemployment Fund, onder the Re- 
insurance Agreement with Great Britain. 
payable by Northern Lreland, increased enor- 
mously, and the amount added to the general 
deficit was the largest since 1925. The total 
deficit on the Northern Ireland Unemploy- 
ment Fund for the past year. according to 
a reniy given to a Labour Member in the 
Northern “nate, was provisionally estimated 
at 22,709,000. ; 
Under the Re-insurance Agreement, North- 
ern Ireland revenue is to meet £368.609 of 
the amount, and Great Britain £534,855. 
and the balance of £805,537 was borrowed 
and added to the general deficit, making the 
total deficit, which has accumulated since 
1925, £1,686,021. It will be seen that 
almost half of this total deficit was accrmu- 
lated Jast year. The amount added to the 
general deficit in the previous year was the 
comparatively small sum of £66,921 


POSITION CHANGED. 

It is quite evident that the Northern Ire- 
land revenue: conid not continue to bear such 
a burden, but the position has been com- 
pletely changed by the increase in contribu- 
tions and the reduction in unemployment both 
here and in Great Britain. A comprehensive 
statement, however, by the Minister of 
Labour or some other responsible. person as 
to: the exact position of the present demands 
on the Unemployment Fund would be wel- 
comed,

IMPROVING THE GAELTACHT.

The report states that the Land Commis- 
sion are continuing their policy of. snaking 
every effort within the scope and powers of | 
the Land Acts to improve conditions in the 
Gaeltacht area, and a sum of approximately 
£95,000 wus expended on improvement works 
during the year in the five counties of the 
Gaeltacht—Donegail, Galway, Mayo, Clare 
and Kerry. 

From the time of the transfer of the Land 
Commission on March dist, 1923, up to 
March 3lst; 1931, a total sum of £737,000 
was expended by the Commission on im- 
provement works in the counties. mentioned. 
Further sums have been sanctioned, and will 
be expended on the sale of estates. and 
division of untenanted land. In addition, a 
total sum of £239,000 has been expended 
by the Land Commission in the Gaeltacht 
area on special improvement works, making 
a total expenditure since 1925 of £976,000. 

The total amount of untenanted land 
allotted by the Land Commission in the 
Gaeltacht since 1923 is 233,000 acres. and 
during the same period an area of 920,000 
acres has been vested in 27,000 tenant pur- 
chasers at a total cost of £4,470,000. 

Special experiments are being carried out 
by the land Commission in regard to the 
reclamation of tracts of moory, waste jands 
in the Gaeltacht in order to make them ft 
for agricuiture. ah.

As regards the re-sai+ of estates purchased 
by the Estates Commissioners and the Con- 
gested Districts Board, a total of 2,383,391 
acres has been vested on re-sale by the Land 
Commission in 80,756 tenant purchasers for 
a total re-sale price of £17,202,565 wp to the 
Sist March, 1931 (of whieh 76,176 acres, 
representing 3,212 purclfateré and a re-saie 
price of £428,988, were vested during tlie 
year ended the.3lst March, last). In addition, 
the report mentions that up. to the present 
date sume 20,000 congested districts holdings 
have been published in lists under Section 53 
of the Land Act, 1931, and pat on an annuity 
basis as from the Ist November last.

COLLECTION OF ANNUITIES, 


The total amount of the annuities inrespect 
of advunces under all the Land Purchase Acts 
since 1681 which accrued due within the year 
ended Sist March, 1931, was £3,541,503, 
which, with an arrear of £383,929 due at 31st 
March,- 19340, made. the total amount collec- 
tible £5,725,252, payable by 306,781 payers. 
Of this sum, £3,209,106 had been paid by oist 
March, 1931, leaving am arrear of 16,126 
then due. At-the 3lst July, 1951, this arrear 
had been reduced to. £299,446 (as against an 
arrea" oí £272,848 at the 3lst July, 1930, on 
a collectible total of £5,680,614), showing that 
the payment of annuities by tenant purchasers 
is well maintained, despite depressed agri- 
cultural conditions. 

The amount of arear in respect of payment 
in lien of rent under the Land Acts, 1925-29, 
at the 3lst January, 1931, was £199.647, on 
a. collectible basis of £765,759 (as against an 
arear of £201,729 on the 3ist January, 19:0).

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TAXATION IN THE 
IRISH FREE STATE. 


——— 
By a SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 
OMEONE has stated that a nation’s 


S drink bill is a sort of financial 
barometer, which rises in the days of 
prosperity and falls in times of financial 
depression. Be that is it may, one thing is 
certain, that the revenue collected in the 
Irish Free State under the heads of beer 
duties, spirit duties, and wine duties has 
dropped considerably in recent years. 
BEER. 

“Beer,” which includes for revenue pur- 
poses stout, porter and ale, still continues 
to be the Free State’s favourite tipple. But 
the consumption per head, which in 1923-24 
amounted to 13.4 gallons, fell in the year 
1930-31 to 8.9 gallons. 

The number of standard barrels (36 gal- 
lons) on which duty was paid during the 
eight sg 1923-1951 are:—

During the year 1923-24 the-amount of duty 
go on home-made beer came to £5,640,410.

But while the consumption of home-made 
beer has dropped 43 per cent., tere is 
little change to record in imported beer. The 
imports in 1923-24 were exceptionally low. 
but since they have fluctuated between 42,000 
and 46,000 barrels annually. The Customs 
duty paid on this beverage last year amounted

SPIRITS. 


During the period under review the con- 
sumption of home-made spirits (on which 
duty was paid) has dromied from .29 gallon 
per head im 1923-24 to .21 gallon per head 
for 1930-31. For the eight years last past 
the duty paid proof gallons of home-made

Curiously enough, imported spirits show a 
similar decrease. In 1923-24 Customs duty 
amounting to £849,026 was paid on 236,074 
gallons. Last year the duty amounted to 
£625,301 on 175,000 (estimated) gallons, 
which works out at .06 gallon per head. 
1921-22 the consumption per head of home- 
made spirits in lela was .d0 gallon, and 
of imported spirits .06 gallon. In Northern 
Ireland the consumption per head in 1929-30 
was .16 gallon and .07 gallon, respectively. 


The Free State’s consumption of imported 
wines shows a big decrease. In 1923-24 Cus- 
toms duty was LE on 857,946 gallons and 
totalled £221, Three years after the 
quantity imported had decreased to 606,240 

allons, but the total d levied came to 
£940,063. In the year 1928-29 the wine duties 
levied on 566,045 gallons brought in £258,795.

A PURCHASE SCHEME. 

“ We are,” said Mr. Mansfield, *‘ out first 
of all for a purchase scheme on sane and con- 
sidered lines, fair alike to cottier, to taxpayer 
and to ratepayer, and not merely in the in- 
dividual interest of the cottier, bat in those 
of the community; for we are convinced that 
transfer will lead to greater economy and 
stability for the State.’ 

Cottiers did not want a rushed or ill. 
cousidered scheme. They asked for a com- 
mittee of inquiry working under a time limit 
of, say, four months, to examine the finances 
of the Labourers Act, to report with a 
view to necessary legislation. In this demand 
ie had the support of various public 
bedies, including vhe General Council -of 
Ccunty Councils. It was a reasonable and 
necessary demand. Delay would render the 
task moré difficult, if not impossible. The 
chief opposition to the claims came from the 
reactionary elements in the Local Govern- 
ment Department, the representatives of the 
ranchers in rural-areas, and those of the rack- 
renting urban houselords who felt that their 
tenure of impossible rents in slum areas was 
more likely to be called in question if the 
rural worker had security of tenure at a 
reasonable rent in his cottage. In purchase 
there was no question of raising farther 
loans, or of saddling the community with 
additional expense. it was a matter of re- 
deeming the balance of the existing loans, 
and the cottier would not shirk his share of 
the burden. Cottiers welcomed a reasonable 
veto so as to ensure that the houses would 
remain for the benefit of the class that they 
were intended for, a veto similar to that 
which now existed in the hands of the Irish 
Land Commission m the case of farms 
subject to annuities. 

nder the labourers’ code of Housing 
Acts, about £7,400,000 was borrowed to 
build somewhat more than 42,000 cottages. 
The average inclusive cost per house for plot, 
construction, legal and engineering fees was 
about £173.. Under the Labourers Acts pre- 
ceeding those of 1906 nearly half the total 
cottages were built for £3,600.000, borrowed 
under various schemes by the local authority 
from the Commissioners of Public Works at 
rates vatying from ó to 44 per cent., and 
for periods ranging from 20 to 50 years. 
Generally the rate was 34 per cent., and the 
period 40 ‘years. The combined loan 
payment, including sinking fund, was 
£14 13s. 4d. Many of the loans under the 
earlier Acts had already heen redeenred, the 
loan charges were lessening rapidly, and in 
about a dozen years would, for the vast bulk 
of: them, have disappeared. 


LOAN CHARGES. 

At present the loan charges reached abcut 
£100,000 a year—a rapidly decreasing sum— 
and of this the Exchequer grants met 
£29,205, leaving about £79,000 per annum 
to be met by the local authorities. It 
would be noted, ‘therefore, that on 
thousands of cottages, built for upwards 
of 40 years, the loan charges had 
ceased, and within 12 to 15 years almost all 
the houses built under the earlier Acts would 
bs free of such charges. Roundly, half 
the cottages were constructed under the 
Labourers’ Act, 1906, by loans aggregating 
nearly £3,000,000. borrowed from the Irish 
Land Commission upon precisely the same 
terms as those that farmers got under the 
Wyndham Act (1903), the ielusive rate 
being 34 per cent. The public, generally con- 
founding the 23 per cent. paid to the stock- 
helders with the rate of interest at which 
the sinking fand would be invested, wrongly 
assumed that the period of payment would 
be 684 years.

jing the cultivation of fruits, flowers, and 


vegetables as an irish commercial industry is 
one which should commend itself. to all who. 
are interested in promoting the material wel-, 
fare of our country, It is a sad commentary 
on the attitude of those responsible for the 
development of the natural resources of Ire- 
lahd to note that with the exception of cer- 
tain districts outside the Free State fruit- 
growing on commercial lines is virtually a 


letter. sahedtsies 
Climatically and geographically the Irish. 


Free State possesses all the requirements of 
a fruit-producing country. Every portion 
of it is now so easy of access, that the transit 
of fruit, either for sale in our large centres 
of a ee ape or for export, ean be con- 
ducted with the utmost facility and despatch. 
Sir Horace Plunkett. visualised this thirty 
years ago, when, under his wise régime as 
head of the Department of Agriculture, he 
established numerous orchards in noted fruit- 
producing districts throughout the southern 
counties, in which many hundreds of young 
apple trees of the most approved varieties for 
commercial purposes were planted. 


HARDY FRUITS. 


As a means of counteracting the visitations 
of agricultural depression with which the Irish 
farmer is, unfortunately, becoming too fami- 
liar, the cultivation of hardy fruits is a 
matter worthy of serious consideration and 
attention. We possess the necessary require- 
ments of a genial climate and ‘a fertile soil, 
and it certainly seems difficult to under- 
stand that while thousands of acres 
of the best fruit - lad. in the 
world are lying virtually derelict in the 
Midland and Southern counties, we are pay- 
ing away to foreigners thousands of pounds 
annually for fruit which we could produce ‘at 
home, if we simply took up and developed 
the industry in a proper commercial spirit. 

Hardy fruit-growing, after all, is not by 
any means the technically difficult subject 
that it may appear to the average Irish 
farmer, nor can those who would make light 
of its importance fall back on any truast- 
worthy data in support of the theory that 
it would not succeed... It may be, as recently 
stated, that the Irish Free State has not 
half as much land under fruit as the garden 
county ot Kent. That statement, if correct. 
only goes to show that we, in Ireland, have 
not realised the possibilities of the industry, 
cither as a source of employment or of profit. 

It may be asked if hardy fruit-growing is 
Capable of development as a remunerative in- 
dustry and a panacea for unemployment, why 
dy; we not make more money from our. ex- 
isting orchards than we do at present? This 
is the crucial point of the entire question, 
and the answer is: because we do not market 
our fruit properly. We do not devote the 
necessary attention to the important details 
of grading and packing, and consequently 
our fruit, when placed on the market, does 
not Ei the attractive appearance which 
purchasers reguire. Would it not be a 
proper course for the responsible authorities, 
ix supplementing the cultural mstructions 
placed at the disposal of the people, to estab- 
lish classes in the fruit-growing districts for 
instruction in the grading and packing of all 
hardy fruits for market? , 


SOFT FRUITS. 


Soft. fruits, which are less extensively 
cultivated, are also capable of being profit- 
ably grown on commercial lines. If it pays 
British jam manufacturers to establish 
factories in the Free State, it should pay 
Trish farmers to keep out the foreign fruit- 
pulp by growing sufficient quantities of straw- 
berriés, black and red currants, raspberries, 
and gooseberries, to meet the requirements of 
the manufacturers, and thus make the Irish 
jam industry essentially Irish. 

Forced strawberries, tomatoes, and French 
beans are capable-of commanding high prices, 
but as their cultivation involves the provision 
of glass and heat, they are outside the scope 
of the present considerations. ‘lo those, how- 
ever, who may possess facilities for their 
commercia! cultivation, a remunerative outlet 
is certainly within their grasp. 

Flowers are’ always in. demand im our 
centres of population, especially early daffodils 
and narcissi, which are produced ™ Sc ath 
Kerry quite as early as those coming: from 
abroad to our markets, but have hitherto, 
unfortunately, been “ born to blush unseen.’ 
What a floral harvest might be reaped in the 
lovely valleys along the seaboard of that 
historic ‘county by the application of a little 
enterprise |! Regarding. vegetable cultivation 
for export, the opportunity offered by the 
restrictions on the importation of Continental 
produce is too obvious to call for comment.

Farmers and shippers are disgusted at the 
prices prevailing at present. When the 
Government — introdu the Agriculteral 
Produce Act in 1925 the Press and public 
were to believe that the hen was the 
turning point in the fortunes of the country 
if the regulation of the trade was left in the 
hands of officials. Despite all these regula- 
tions, the producer at times last year received 
énly sixpence per dozen for his eggs. Three 
Sligo shippers have had to close down an 
extensive export trade because the regulations 
were imposed with sueh severity and with 
such ¢omplete disregard for the shippers’ 
point of view that they found it impossible 
to carry on economically. 

** & case of eggs on inspection by an official 
may be found to contain four or five inferior 
“or ‘‘trade’’ eggs, or, perhaps, a few cracked 
eggs. The Department confiscates the entire 
case, worth £6. The common-sense thing to 
do would be to take ont the offending eggs 
and pass the remainder—but then there is 
no rule for common-sense in the regulations, 
officials act on a formula.” 

THE WEIGHT TEST. 

Speaking of the weight test, he said :— 
“Some eggs in a consignment may be below 
the standard weight a by the Act, 
although, taken as a whole, the weight of the 


entire case may be well up to the standard. 
Yet the Department can confiscate the lot, 
and the paradox is: that the very eggs thus 
confiscated as unfit for export are actually 
sold by the Department in Ireland, and the 
money goes to its funds.”’ 

This exporter’s main complaint was, how- 
ever, against that treatment of eggs as a 
currency rather-than as an independent in 
dustry. ‘‘ Shopkeepers all over the country,” 
he said, “are buying eggs good, bad and in- 
different, all at the same rates, in exchange 
for groceries, which they supply to the 
farmer's wife. If eggs are not bought and 
paid for on their merits, there is no induce- 
ment to the producer to improve the quality 
of his produce. The Department should see 
to it that eggs are sold in premises registered 
for that purpose alone. or else given to collec- 
tors who pay cash, and do not give groceries 
in exchange. Eggs are still being produced 
under the old conditions. The farmer's wife 
gathers them from dirty and insanitary barns 
and outhouses, puts them in a bucket and 
cleans them by pouring boiling water over 
them. Eighty per cent. of these eggs are 
fertile, and such a cleaning process leaves 
them ‘predisposed to rapid decay. These eggs 
will pass the Department’s light test and 
every other test, but they become bad on 
arrival in England or shortly afterwards.”’ 

NO ROOM FOR MIDDLEMEN. 

He concluded by stating that the Depart- 
ment, instead of pestering ninety-nine per 
cent. of the exporters who know their busi- 
ness and are anxious to enhance the reputa- 
tion of the Irish egg. should concentrate on 
the bad shippers,.and either educate. them 
por eliminate them altogether. — 

“ 4 further cause,” he said, “of the diffi- 
culties of the Irish egg export trade is the fact 
that the Department has never intelligently 
tried to improve the marketing conditions in 
England. Eggs are sold almost entirely to 
cross-Channel speculators, whereas they should 
go direct to the multiple shops and .ro- 
operative stores without the intervention of a 
middleman at all. This neglect of the pro- 
ducers’ interests has engendered in the farmer 
a contempt for officialisni, equalled only by 
thé official contemnt for the farmer.” -

DONCASTER RACE 
RECEIPTS DECREASE.

£20.000 IN TWO YEARS. 


The fall in receipts at the Doncaster Race 
Meeting led to the Race Committee of the 
Doncaster Town Council to announce to the 
Council last night that they. would he unable 
to make a grant in aid of the Doncaster 
general rate for the year ending March, 1933. 
This is the first time that a grant has not 
been made. ' 

Mr. E. Wilburn, Chairman of the Race 
Committee, said that, owing to the terrible 
weather in 1930, the Committee's receipts 
showed a decrease of £10,000 on the previous 
year, and last year the receipts were only 
slightly in excess of 1930. In two years they 
were down by about £20,000 on the normal 
income. Apart from stakes, the expenses of 
the meeting, and the maintenance of the 
course, the committee had paid in national 
and local taxation £24,204. 

Although they recommend no contribution 
to the general rate for the coming year. they 
would pay to the Corporation about £9,000 in 
rates and over £6,000 in rents. They would 
also have to pay £2,000 in income tax, and 
were faced with the increase of entertainment 
tax, which would be about £1,800.
